Both rivera are securely confined by 
levees, save near Nelson Point, sixteen 
miles below Yuba City, where the Feather 
is running out through a break which oc­ 
curred last December. 
However, there is no chance for further 
damage at that point. 
A t Parks' Bar, near Smartsville, this 
afternoon a m an nam ed Frank Striker, 
form erly a bar-tender here, was drowned. 
H e was on a loe trying to catch some drift­ 
wood and fell off and disappeared in the 
swift current. 
The present freshets do not affect the 
crop prospects in th ii neighborhood in any 
way, but the late rains have put a stop to 
all farm ing operations for the present and 
have practically ended the sowing of grain 
this season. 
N ic o la u s , M arch 7 th.—The Feather river 
at this point is now at seventeen feet—one 
foot and nine inches below the highest 
water. 
The break in the Sutter Develop­ 
m ent Com pany’s levee has now widened 
to seventy feet. Coon creek was very high 
to-dav, and the m ail came through on 
horseback.

March 7th —Seven person were 
killed and seventeen injured by the H am ­ 
burg accident on the Lake Shore last night. 
Several of the injured may die. 
Louis Fest, Conductor of tbe W agner 
cars, tells the following story of the wreck 
in substance: 
"Tbe train was made up 
with a through St. Louis car to New York 
and another from Cleveland to New York. 
The car back was a second-class excursion 
from Cincinnati. There were four sleep­ 
ers, a dining-car, three passenger coaches 
and two baggage-cars. The sleeper Salina 
from St. Louis, had twelve passengers. 
The steam coupling broke in pulling out 
of D unkirk. 
A brake didn’t seem to 
work 
in pulling 
out. and 
a sudden 
lurch caused the break at some point 
near W est 
Ham burg. 
I 
was on 
the 
front 
platform, 
and 
looking 
ahead, 
made tbe discovery that the train was 
broken. 
I imm ediately pulled the air­ 
brake cord, but it would not work. 
I then 
ran back into tbe rear car and pulled the 
cord there, but it also would not work. 
I 
ran back to the third car and found the 
air-brake there also useless. I was just 
turning tbe hand-brake when the crash 
came. 
Five persons were pinned to the 
smoking-room of the car Salina. Their 
escape was miraculous. They got out with 
slight injuries. 
In the Salina two were 
killed, nine injured, and one unknown 
m an escaped. One m an was killed in the 
passenger coach, an Italian, name un­ 
known. Swan, the negro porter of the Sa­ 
lina, was thrown nearly thirty feet into a 
ditch and killed. 
Both his legs and arms 
were broken, his chest stove in and head 
sm ashed.”

Tbe husband was terribly 
injured, but his physical suffering was 
nothing compared to m ental agony. 
He 
acted in a distracted m anner, calling on 
doctors to save her, and raving over her 
broken and braised body. 
Mr. and Mrs. J. E. Stewart, of Rochester, 
were killed instantly, while their eighteen- 
montbs-old girl, in its m other's arms, did 
not receive a scratch. 
Superintendent Couch of the Lake Shore 
road says the sleeping-car conductor first 
discovered the break, and went into three 
different cars, pulling the autom atic brake 
cords, and trying to stop the rear section, 
but they w ouldn't work. 
He was trying 
to set up the band-brake3 when the crash 
came. Couch could not assign any reason 
for the failure of tbe automatic air-brakes 
to work. 
They are generally reliable. 
W hen asked why the engineer with the 
front part of the train did not ran sway 
from the rear section, he said the break oc­ 
curred on the down grade, and that it gave 
increased speed to the rear section. 
The engineer claims that the brakes on 
his section became set. and he couldn't get 
away from the rear part in time. 
H e didn't 
discover the break when it occurred, his 
attention being necessarily directed ahead 
most ot the time.

volver. 
He got away for the time being, 
and later in the afternoon pawned the dia­ 
monds. 
Officer Linville, who bad been watching 
for him , met him at the door of the paw n­ 
shop and attem pted to arrest fiirn. but was 
instantly shot down, tbe ballet passing 
through his face and cutting his tongue in 
two. Crowe ran down the street, followed 
by a hundred citizens. 
Officer Briscoe, located several blocks 
down, attempted with a drawn revolver to 
stop the flying man. but Crowe prom ptly 
planted a bullet in Briscoe’s breast and 
kept on. Soon after be turned and dis­ 
charged the last cartridge at his pursuers, 
the bullet striking-C. E. Cole in the arm.

Crowe 
was 
cornered in

biind alley, but kept the crowd at bay with 
the empty revolver, until two detectives 
stole a m arch on him. knocked him down 
and hancuiled him . 
Fully a thousand people followed the 
trio to thestation. yelling “lynch him ,” but 
the detectives landed him safely behind the 
bars. Crowe is supposed to have been crazy 
from drink. According to his own story, 
he is of respectable family. 
He worked in 
an Omaha packing-house before coming 
here.

MORGAN, THE BUCCANEER. 


LIFE ON THE ISTHMUS IN THE OLD 
DAYS AND AT PRESENT. 


Fro.u Ocean to Ocean in Four Days— 
Graphic Description of Trop­ 
ical Sccuery.

The following letter, which is one of 
the series from the RecoRD-Union’s spe­ 
cial traveling correspondent, Fannie B. 
Ward, was lost in the mail during the 
great snow blockade, and was therefore 
not printed in its proper order, but it is 
too interesting to be lost: 
Panam a, U. S. Colombia, 13S9. 
This isthmian railway is a tar greater 
institution than the world at large is 
aware oí. Its managers have discreetly 
chosen to keep their atfairs to themselves, 
as other Wise Men of the East have been 
known to do in various kinds of remunera^ 
tive business; and should you ask one cf 
them about it, you would doubtless some­ 
how receive the impression that it had 
been a losing investment. 
The facts in the case are that ever since 
its completion (in 1355) this railroad has 
been one of the most profitable in the 
world. For nearly twenty years the local 
fare between Aspinwall and Panama was 
$25 each person, for a ride of forty-seven 
miles, or more than 50 cents per mile! 
During those days the traffic was much 
heavier than now, and each month thou­ 
sands were carried over the liue—every 
thousand passengers yielding to the com­ 
pany precisely $25,000. At that time the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company was car­ 
rying steerage people (as they now carry 
first-class passengers) all the way around 
from New York to >an Francisco, a dis­ 
tance of 5,500 miles, including passage, 
ACROSS THE ISTHMUS 
By the same road, and the best of board 
and lodging during thirty-two days, for 
only eighty dollars; while for four hours’ 
suti'ocatiou in a crowded second-class car, 
with no food or other comfort, one was re­ 
quired to pay twenty-five dollars! 
With the completion of the Pacific rail­ 
roads across the United States, it was 
deemed advisable to come down a little 
and the fare across the Isthmus was re­ 
duced to ten dollars per ticket. The dif­ 
ference, however, is largely offset by a 
charge of six cents per pound for ‘‘extra 
baggage” only 100 pounds being allowed 
gratis) which generally doubles the price 
of the ticket. A lady of my acquaintance 
lately crossed with three trunks of ordi­ 
nary’size and a small box of curios and 
her bill for extra baggage was $45, 
American gold, for a distance of 47 miles! 
Iiut the old price trebled would have 
seemed cheap in the days of ’43-49, to the 
thousands who flocked across this highway 
to California, when men were crazed with 
the gold fever. Then the trip occupied a 
week at the best, there being no road 
whatever; first a tedious journey up the 
Chagres river in native bongors, and 
thence by horse or mule through slimy 
swamps and tangled thickets, where the 
trail was soon well marked by graves and 
bleaching bones. 
As there was no accommodation for 
travelers along the route, they were com­ 
pelled to sleep in the open air; while the 
price of a horse or mule and enough food 
to keep soul and body together during the 
fearful passage almost equalled the sum 
that the most sanguine lunatic might rea­ 
sonably expect to reap in the gold regions, 
if he lived to get there. And so many 
perished by the wayside, from camping 
nights near the deadly river, that the 
“Isthmus fever” became known to the 
world as a distinct malady and one almost 
incurable. Those who managed to sur­ 
vive or escape it came out a great deal 
aoorer in purse and in person; a ad years 
ater many a fevered sutierer could trace 
his long line of ills directly back to the 
exposure and hardships encountered in 
crossing the isthmus. 
Remembering these things, nobody feels 
disposed to grumble at whatever price 
may be asked for rapid transit across this 
Valley of Death. The road was built un­ 
der discouragements that would have 
ruined most men, and therefore the un­ 
daunted few who carried it to successful 
completion are fairly entitled to a rich re­ 
ward. 
A SINGLE STREAK OF CIVILIZATION, 
It runs through a wilderness that is yet, 
for the most part, totally unexplored ; and 
has not only saved unnumbered lives, but 
added greatly to the commercial facilities 
of the world. At present it transports an 
annual average of 340,000 tons of mer­ 
chandise and 6,000 passengers from ocean 
to ocean. 
Along its course there arc twenty-five 
villages and stations, each po messing some 
feature of interest peculiar to itself. And 
so close upon it crowds the t;. pic wilder­ 
ness that scarcely half a mile from the 
largest village one may find untrodden 
solitudes, where no sound penetrates but 
the shrill whistle of the engine, the chat­ 
ter of monkeys, the hiss of »er]>ents and 
the half note’s of gorgeous birds—a lovely 
waste, teeming with animal life, but where 
death to man lurks in some guise under 
every leaf. 
Uuiortunatelv for the naturalist, the 
sportsman and the lover of solitude, there 
is not even a foot-path from ocean to 
ocean, nor a wagon road, properly so- 
called, anywhere on the Isthmus. Nature 
is here in such generous mood that one 
could not possibly make his way alone— 
through swamps choked with slimy ver­ 
dure and swarming with venomous rep­ 
tiles, and jungles whose riotcus growths 
are so closely entwined that old Sol can­ 
not pierce them with an arrow. 
A few’ months ago Senor Ricardo Re­ 
mero, an iutrepid explorer of Panama, 
determined to seek out, amid the tangled 
growth of centuries, one of the ancient 
trans-Atlantic roads which the early Span­ 
iards are known to have made. Starting 
from a *point on the eastern coast eailed 
David, he succeeded in crossing the Isth­ 
mus in nine davs. cutting a path as he went 
for his cattle to pass. He contemplates 
making another attempt soon, with a 
larger bodv of men, horses and cattle, to 
improve and widen the same trail. Being 
assisted bv several men of means and 
prominence, it is not improbable that a 
wayon road across the Isthmus may one 
dav dispute the railway's exclusive right of 
transportation. 
SUCH A PANDEMONIUM. 
As reigns supreme in the Aspinwall depot 
when the daily train is abont to start I 
Passengers of all nationalities are crowded 
in, sometimes three in a seat, closely as na­ 
ture packs her seedlings—all jabbering at 
once in everv idtotna known to man. The 
greatest trouble is with the luggage, some 
Fieing generally astray, whose now halt- 
frantic owners neglected this or that pre­ 
caution; while many astonished persons 
etand vainly disputing with the powers 
that be over '.he sum demanded for extra 
w eight—some even in tears because of 
the unexpected inroad upon their little all. 
At last we steam away, and despite the 
excessive heat every head that can find 
room for itseif is thrust out of a window, 
in vociferous admiration of the beautiful 
wenerv on everv'side. The abortive ship 
canal follows us'most of the way, showing 
long lines of cars, engines and mightv 
dredges, slowly sinking into the mud, amid 
a wilderness of wild bananas, fig trees, 
palms, mangoes, all twisted together and 
twined over and over by lossouung creep­ 
ers Orchids are everywhere, in infinite 
variety of shape and color. It is said that 
at least twenty-four species of the palm 
family mav be found here—more than are 
collected 'together anywhere else in the 
world There is the ivory palm, the palm 
from which sugar is made, the palm that 
produces the sago, and another the oil of 


commerce; the ‘’cabbage palm,” whose edi­ 
ble stalks resemble that vegetable in taste 
and color; the palm from wliose sweet sap 
the natives distill their favorite wine; the 
“glove” palm, from whose fibers grain 
sacks, carpets, etc., are made, and many 
more varieties, with whose names and 
we are entirely unacquainted. The 
palmtree plays as important a part in this 
section of the universe and is as necessary 
to the existence of the people as the 
maguey or century plant in Mexico, the 
bamboo in tropical Asia, or the rice plant 
in china. Domestic utensils and weapons 
of war, pins, needles, cloth and thread, 
boats, bouses, roofs and furniture are made 
from it, and in many instances it answers 
also for food and drink. Children are born 
under its shadow, cradled in its leaves, 
reared on its fruit and sap, clothed in its 
woven fibers, and finally go to the last 
sleep in a coffin made of its bark. The 
railway villages are all populated with 
blacks, 
A JOLLY SET OF CREATURES 
Who exhibit a wide expause of ivory and 
cheer the train as it passes. Most of them 
are half naked, some entirely so. We saw 
three hall-grown girls, black as ebony and 
entirely nude, disporting themselves in a 
cascade close by the wayside, who waved 
their hands at us in cheerful salutation, un- 
embarassed by the attention they attracted 
from the cr wded train. A young woman, 
naked to the waist, her lower limbs par­ 
tially covered with a short skirt, sat play­ 
ing with her babe on a doorstep. There 
were old women wearing only the scanty 
white garment not usually mentioned in 
polite society, and children, whose name 
was legion, enjoying life to the utmost, un- 
tramelied by á rag of conventionality. 
The houses are mostly of palm trunks 
and wild bamboo, thatched with shredded 
palm leaves. A few, more substantially 
built of wood, now deserted, were probably 
the residences of canal overseers. Nearly 
every village has its little “store," con­ 
taining small stocks of groceries, liquors, 
tobacco, soap, caudles and the cheapest dry 
goods, but apparently with no patrons. 
Every now aud then we saw a negro police­ 
man perambulating his beat, bare-footed 
and in short white trousers, armed with 
rifle, sword and brace of pistols. At every 
station men aud women scampered through 
the train, offering cakes, like brick-bats, to 
the hungry passengers, drinks of various 
kinds, tall,* cone-like cups made of cocoa- 
nut fiber, paper fans with advertisements 
printed on them—such as “Scott's Emul­ 
sión” or “Little Liver Pills,”—evidently 
intended for gratuitous distribution but 
which readily sold in this sweltering heat 
at from 25c to 50c each—anything to turn 
an honest penny. 
Then on we rush again, deeper and 
deeper into the jungles—greenness, bloom 
and beauty everywhere, fragrance and 
noxious exhalations. Parrots of various 
specious make the forests riug with their 
unmusical cries. We saw’ humming birds 
of gorgeous hues, 
SCARCELY BIGGER THAN BEES, 
And great toucans whose ugly beaks seem 
especially designed for the gobbling of 
tropical fruits. 
Tapirs abound in the 
marshes and we are told that their flesh, 
which greatly resembles pork, is relished 
by the natives as well as coon in Kentucky. 
There is also the wild hog, or peccary (a 
distant relative of the tapir), which is 
hunted for food, as well as the monkeys 
that mock Isthmian humanity and prowl 
the forest in troops. There are ant-eaters, 
too, and deer, cougars and tiger-cats. Boa 
constrictors and other big snakes are not 
uncommon, but are not nearly so much to 
be dreaded as the tiny asps and vipers, 
some not longer than your finger, and the 
exact color of dead leaves or hits of moss 
under which they hide. 
There are lizards without number, 
some whose bite is deadly—from slimy 
reptiles, two or three inches in length, 
milk-white, green or coral, to scaly six- 
foot-long iguanas, whose fiesh is consid­ 
ered the greatest possible delicncy, next 
to the juicy white breast of a roasted baby 
monkey. By the way, the eggs of the 
iguana may be found for sale in many of 
the markets of Spanish-America aud com­ 
mand a high price. 
Of course there are scorpions, centipedes, 
tarantulas, et ah, for which we are warned 
to keep a sharp lookout, even in the cars, 
but they are not a circumstance compared 
to the “wicked flea,” with which every 
grain of sand and particle of dust is 
loaded. They are too tiny to be looked 
out for, but" every one of us is a living 
and speckled monument to their persist­ 
ent industry. Even smaller than the flea 
aud more enterprising in pursuit of busi­ 
ness, is 
THE JIGGER, 
Whose native name is < higoe, of which I 
have seen several interesting specimens— 
but, happily, on somebody else. So very 
tiny is the pestiferous little wretch that 
he "can crowd in “where angels fear to 
tread”; for instance, bet een the seams of 
your garments, or between the sole and up­ 
per of your shoe. He entertains an es­ 
pecial fondness for the human foot, and 
will invariably confine himself to that part 
of your anatomy if you give him a chance. 
So’delicate is his foot-fall, and so slight 
his sting, that you scarcely feel i t ; yet all 
the same he gets in his work, depositing an 
infinitesimal egg beneath the toe-nail or 
somewhere under the cutis. Presently a 
slight itching ensues, and in a day or two 
a membranous sac is formed, which must 
at once be pierced deep with a needle, and 
afterward thoroughly washed with tobaceo- 
juice. If the sac is allowed to remain, a 
huge ulcer forms, and the victim is likely 
to loose his toes ; for the infant jigger that 
issued from the first egg is a most astonish­ 
ing propagator, capable of raising several 
interesting families aud becoming a hale 
and hearty grandmother in a fortnight’s 
time.Among other sights along the line of the 
Isthmian Railway we were shown two cot­ 
tage occupied by John Z. Stephens, the 
well-known author and traveler, during 
his brief connection with the road, and 
aiso a gigantic tree, the largest in all this 
section, under whose shade he frequently 
wrote or rested, and which is still known 
far and wide as “Stephens’ tree.” 
Part of the way winds aiong the low 
mountains that form the backbone of the 
Isthmus, none of them more than 2,000 feet 
in hight. It is said that Balboa, in the 
year 1519, caught his first glimpse of the 
Pacific from the summit of one of them, 
and that he fell upon his knees at sight of 
that mighty ocean. Most celebrated of all 
in local annals is the 
CERRO DE LOS BUCANEROS, 
Or Hill of the Buccaneers, from whose top 
the pirate, Morgan, had his first view of 
ancient Panama, and at whose base he en­ 
camped the night before his attack upon 
that city—just 221 years ago. As that old­ 
time buccaneer played so important a part 
on the Isthmus—at one time nearly depop­ 
, elating it, having destroyed the proudest 
city in all the Spanish colonies, whose fall 
! gave rise to the Panama of to-day—per- 
i haps it may be weli to recount a few of 
j his exploits. For a partial compilation 
I thereof we are mainly indebted to Thcmas 
| \V. Knox and his inimitable ’Boy Trav- 
¡ el ere.” 
Rumors of the abundance of gold in the 
I New World, which reached Spain after 
I the discoverv of America, led to the con- 
I quest and settlement of the West Indies, 
j aud also of the main land for a consider- 
i able portion north and sonth of the 
i Isthmus. Within the half century follow- 
I iag the first voyage of Columbus, scores of 
1 Spanish colonies were planted, forts gar­ 
; risoned by great numbers of soldiers, and 
j manv ship-ioads of treasure sent to the 
| king. The cruel conquistadores subjected 
the conquered people to all manner of tor- 
tues in order to riug from them the ut­ 
most of their possessions. Exaggerated 
accounts of the vast treasures ki the New 
World naturally spread beyond Spain and 
soon all Europe believed that there was 
| gold enough in the opulent countries of 
Central and South America to enrich 
every beggar in Christendom. 


In those days piracy was fashionable and 
it was not long after the treasure-galleons 
began to traverse the “Spanish Main” be­ 
fore piratical crafts were in hot pursuit. 
Their crews were knows as ‘ buccaneers,” 
and their favorite rendezvous was the 
Caribbean sea and its shores. They found 
plenty of hiding places among the numer­ 
ous islands and along the coasts of the 
main land; and their numbers increased 
so rapidly that they formed colonies, tilled 
the soil and in many cases established 
something like local government. Many 
of them brought their families to the New 
World or married Indian women; and 
while these remained on shore, hunting 
wild game and raising crops for the sus­ 
tenance of their fellows at sea, the more 
adventurous 
SAILED IN SEARCH OF PLUNDER, 
Returning occasionally to the colony to 
deliver their share of spoils to the settlers 
on land, from whom provisions were ob­ 
tained for another voyage. 
Sometimes prisoners were brought to the 
colonies and kept as slaves, some of them 
the scions of the proudest houses of old 
Castile; but as a rule they were released on 
payment of a heavy ransom, or put to death 
if no ransom were forthcoming. Human 
life was held of little value in those days, 
not only hv sea robbers, but by kings and 
potentates in all parts of the world. 
So far as justice and honor are con­ 
cerned, there was really not much differ­ 
ence between the pirates themselves aud 
those against whom their piracies were 
directed. Cortez, Balboa, Pizarro and 
other leaders in the Spanish conquest were 
simply the leaders of marauding expedi­ 
tions on a larger scale against the inof- 
fending inhabitants of the countries they 
robbed and enslaved—bauds of cut-throat 
adventurers, though under the countenance 
of the Pope and in the guise of religion; 
while the buccaneers, in their turn, en­ 
deavored to steal what had already been 
stolen, directing their thieving against 
thieves, adopting the same line of tortures 
and cruelty that had wrung the coveted 
gold from the aborigines. 
Occasionally there was a period of war 
between Spain and England, and then the 
King of the latter country would give 
commissions to certain well-known sea- 
robbers and exalt them to the dignity of 
“privateers.” They were allowed to fit 
out expeditions at their own expense, 
enlist their own men and do pretty much 
as they pleased on land or sea outside the 
king’s domain, the only stipulation being 
that they should turn over to the royal 
treasury a portion of the stealings. 
Morgan’s enterprise against Panama 
was exactly of this character. He had 
previously earned an excellent reputation 
as a buccaneer, 
THE STORY OF WHOSE ATROCITIES 
Would fill a volume. He had captured 
several cities and murdered many people, 
often under circumstances of unparalleled 
cruelty, all his prisoners whom he could 
not sell into slavery, men, women, children 
and priests, being slaughtered without 
mercy. He was a Welshman of low birth 
and most of his followers were outlaws 
from that country and others of the British 
Isles. At one time he had 2.000 men 
under his command and a fleet of thirty- 
seven ships; but as his piracies were di­ 
rected against the Spaniards, with whom 
the English were at war, Albion looked 
upon him with a kindly eye. Therefore, 
when he organized the expedition that 
ended with the destruction of the proud 
old city of Panama, the Governor of Ja­ 
maica ordered an English vessel of thirty- 
six guns to go along and help him, and 
conferred authority upon Morgan to act in 
English interest. 
Before proceeding to Panama the fleet 
of legalized pirates captured Maracaibo, 
Saint Catharines and several other places, 
committing innumerable atrocities and 
murdering many people. After capturing 
the city of Chargres at the mouth o f the 
river of the same name, Morgan rebuilt 
its fort, garrisoned it with 500 men, 
left 150 more to take care of the 
ships and with only 1,200 men started 
across the Isthmus. 
They ascended 
the Chagres river as far as posssible and 
then marched through the forest, cutting 
a path before them. They nearly starved 
to death during the terrible journey, but, 
apparently by direct aid of the Evil 
One, they lived through it somehow, and 
upon 
the 
summit 
of 
the 
“Hill 
of the 
Buccaneers” 
looked 
down 
upon the richest city of New Spain. 
An army of 3,000 Spaniards came out to 
the defense of Panama, hut within three 
hours after the firing of the first shot the 
handful of half-starved pirates were in full 
! possession. They plundered the churches 
and convents and houses of the wealthy, 
and tortnred many of the priests and citi­ 
zens to make them disclose more hidden 
treasures. 
The wise Panamaians, in anticipation of 
such an emergency, had previously loaded 
a ship with the gold and silver and jewels 
of the churches and convents, the King’s 
plate and precious stones and private valua­ 
bles of every kind, which set off for Spain 
the moment the tide of battle turned in 
favor of the invaders. Apprehending, 
something of this kind, Morgan had sent 
out a ship on purpose to intercept any 
departing vessels: but her officers 
and crew" eager to do their share in plun­ 
dering the captured city, disobeyed 
orders; and thus the richest treasures were 
lost. In a fury of rage at finding them­ 
selves thus thwarted of the objects of all 
their toil and greed, the disappointed rob­ 
bers out-did themselves in deeds of barbar­ 
ity, and at last reduced the once splendid 
city to ashes. 
They carried away 600 prisoners and 
175 beasts laden with plunder and left 
behind a wide swath of rapine and 
desolation. These distinguished services 
were promptly 
recognized by the 
British Government and the mur­ 
derer, Morgan, was at ance knighted 
by King Charles II. The war with 
Spain being over, his occupation as a buc­ 
caneer was gone, and so he was given an 
important commission, and to the end of 
his days figured as Sir Henry Morgan.

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There is an enormous loss of food that 
colud be utilized and saved by proper 
preparation. 
Professor Henry of Wiscon­ 
sin, who has given this m atter his atten­ 
tion and observation, states by feeding corn 
stalks to cows, first cutting the stalks, a 
saving of nine to forty per cent, can be 
effected. 
As corn stalks are considered of 
but little value on some farms the percent­ 
age mentioned represents a loss of food 
annually much greater than can lie easily 
estimated, and it is a loss that the farmer 
cannot afford to bear. The silo enables the 
farmer to avoid this loss, but as the silo is 
not in general use only a portion of the 
farmers are benefited by its capacity to 
store the corn fodder and keep it in condi­ 
tion for stock. 
It is the fodder cutter that effects the 
saving, and even with the use of the silo 
the cutter must be brought into operation. 
It is the preparation of the ensilage, before 
being placed in the silo, that renders it 
palatable to stock as much as its succulent 
condition, and the farmer who has no silo 
can at least perform the necessary labor of 
cutting the corn fodder, and thereby assist­ 
ing the stock to more readily eat and digest 
it owing to its 
finer condition. The 
labor of cutting the fodder is a factor in the 
expense to be considered, but where there 
are a number of cows to be fed the cutter 
should be operated with steam or horse 
power, so as to economize the cost. 
As the corn fodder is usually left ex­ 
posed to the weather, a portion of its 
value is lost. 
When, by experiment, the 
farmer finds that every portion of the 
stalk will be eaten if cut and seasoned 
with grain, he will give more attention to 
the period of cutting the corn and storing 
it in the barn, instead of in the fields. 
The corn for ensilage is cut at a period 
when 
the stalk 
is 
rich 
in feeding 
elements, and before it is completely dry, 
which plan may be adopted by those who 
grow corn for fodder under the drilling or 
listing system. 
But even if corn is grown 
for the grain only, there is no reason why 
it should not be cut before the leaves turn 
yellow, so as to have the stalk in the best 
condition, and if carried to the barn, 
where the ears can be pulled oil' as easily 
as in the field, the fodder will be in prime 
condition all winter, 
if there is no room 
in the barn, cheap shelter should be ar­ 
ranged for protecting the fodder from ex­ 
posure. 
When passed throught the cut­ 
ter, a little grain added by sprinkling, 
and a small quantity of salt used to sea­ 
son the mess, all classes of stock will 
accept the food, and that which is usually 
trampled in the barn-yard can be utilized, 
thereby effecting a saving of hay and 
other more valuable foods. 


PLANTING STRAWBERRIES. 
The strawberry is one of the early fruits, 
and the vines come into bearing so soon 
that every family that has a small lot or 
garden plot should have a “strawberry 
patch." 
A small plot of strawberries re­ 
quires but little labor, and those who grow 
1 terries for a family supply enjoy a more 
delicious article than can be found on the 
market stalls, as there is a great difierence 
between the fresh, well-ripened berry just 
picked from the vine and that picked in a 
semi-green condition and allowed to ripen 
on the journey during shipment. 
The 
person who grows his berries has the selec­ 
tion of the varieties he prefers, which is 
an advantage not to be overlooked. 
The ground should be spaded or plowed 
just as soon as it can lie done. The best 
location for strawberries is a piece of land 
that is well underdrained, and that was 
well manured the year previous to plant­ 
ing. 
The plants delight in moisture, but 
will not thrive in a cold, wet location. 
Properly the work of preparing the soil 
should be done in the fall, so as to have 
the manure well incorporated with the 
earth, and then working the ground early 
in spring, so as to give the weeds a chance 
to start, when the plot should be worked 
over again. 
If manure is applied in the 
spring it should be well rotted, and when 
fertilizers are used equal portions of super­ 
phosphate and nitrate of soda, with four 
times the bulk of the mixture, of unleached 
wood ashes, well raked in will, be excel­ 
lent. The soil should be made as fine as it 
can be worked, and deep, so as to give the 
plants a good start. Only strong, young 
plants with plenty of roots should be used. 
Lay off the rows so as to allow the 
horse" hoe between them if the plat is too 
large to be hoed, but if a small plat the 
rows may be closer. Set the plants one 
foot apart in the rows. The runners will 
fill all vacant spaces in a short time, and 
the bed will be well matted and thick be­ 
fore the next spring. Some, however, 
prefer the plants in stools, the runners be- 
in o- kept down, which is done for securing 
large berries. 
If the rows between the 
plants are kept clean, the weeds that come 
up in the rows may be pulled out by hand, 
but in preparing for a bed of strawberries 
the ground should be well worked the year 
before, so as to kill out all weeds. 
But 
little other work should be given until 
after the berries are picked. The Crescent 
is an excellent variety for flavor, and for 
prolificacy of berries and runners, but as it 
requires another variety to fertilize it 
Mav King or Sharpless may be planted in 
every fourth row.— Philadelphia Record. 


FARM NOTES. 
Be careful in the use of kerosene 
around trees. 
It will instantly kill peach 
trees. 
Lime should be free from lumps when it 
is applied to the soil. 
The finer its condi­ 
tion the quicker its action and chemical 
effect. 
To insure a good supply of eggs make 
the poultry house warm and free from 
draughts and vary the food as much as 
may be. 
The question of fostering and encour­ 
aging the fast-walking horses, so as to 
gradually produce a breed of that class, is 
being agitated. 
If all the dried grass and stubble on the 
field could be burned over before the field 
is plowed it would be the death of many 
insects and parasites. 
The average duration of the cow's serv­ 
ices as a milker is estimated at eight years 


a m 
o n g well-managed dairies, but individ­ 
ual cows often milk well until aged. 
Professor H unt, of Illinois, determined 
bv actual experiment “that the gain for 
the amount of food consumed decreased 
during fattening.” 
Also, “that an ineffi­ 
cient food supply for two weeKs caused a 
very considerable loss in feeding there­ 
after.” 
. 
Fuchsias may be wintered very well in 
a dark cellar, if it is dry. so that the plants 
do not mold. 
Late in the fall withhold 
water gradually until the leaves drop off, 
then put awav in this dormant condition, 
bringing out "again in March or as early as 
is feasible. 
When the thumps once make their ap­ 
pearance reduce the quantity of feed and 
give spirits of turpentine, a teaspoonful to 
a fiftv-pound pig oncea day in the slop 
until "the accompanying cough is relieved 
and they show by appearance general im­ 
provement. 
' When fattening geese, give a mixture of 
corn and wheat. They should also have a 
cooked mess twice a day, consisting of po­ 
tatoes, turnips, chopped clover, cabbage 


and onions, as green food is essential. Add 
a small quantity of salt, and do not over­ 
look the water. 
Clingstone peaches sell just about as well 
as freestones if properly handled. They 
grow better, handle better, ship better, 
and are always better flavored. 
After peo­ 
ple learn how to get them off the stones, 
they prefer them, said E. A. Riehl before 
a meeting of the Illinois Horticultural So­ 
ciety. 
Those who take pains, work hard and 
struggle to secure certain crops that others 
will not grow, owing to the difficulties in 
the way, are nearly always sure to secure 
good prices for the same. It is the work 
that pays, and the most profitable crops 
are those that require attention and good 
management. 
There is no advantage in having a cow 
that gives a small quantity of very rich 
milk. The cow that yields a pound of 
butter and gives a large quantity of milk 
to produce it is more valuable as a dairy 
cow than the one giving the same amount 
of butter from one-half the qnantity of 
milk produced by the other. 
The liberal use of land plaster in the 
stables, in the manure heap and even on 
the grass land will be found one ot the 
cheapest and best modes of saving manure 
and increasing the yield of crops. Piaster 
is slightly soluble in water, and aflbrds 
lime for plants as soon as applied to the 
crops. 
It is also an excellent absorbent 
and deoderizer. 
If your manure heap is low and you 
cannot manure all your land, concentrate 
your efforts to a smail area, or purchase 
fertilizers. 
(Never attempt to make a 
small quantitv of manure cover a large 
space. 
The free use of manure will save 
labor and loss from drought, as the plants 
will grow more rapidly at first, send their 
roots down deep, and get ahead of the 
weeds. 
Taere are some weeds that put in an ap­ 
pearance early in the season, and take 
possession of the land before the seed 
planted comes up. 
To assist in giving 
them a chance to grow plow, the iand 
early, and as soon as the seeds of the weeds 
have sprouted go over the field with the 
cultivator, and also harrow the ground, 
before planting the crop. This will les­ 
sen the weeds and put the land in better 
condition. 
The house cellar will not be benefited 
by warm weather, so far as the decay of 
stored vegetables are concerned. The eel- 
ler should be kept clean and free from 
odors. 
On mild days a current of air 
should be allowed to pass through for a 
short time. 
Any signs of decay of the 
fruit or vegetables should prompt you to 
at once overhaul the bins and dean out 
the rotten or diseased potatoes or roots, 
and the milk should never be placed in 
a cellar that is used for the storage of 
crops. 
The rot and mildew in grapes can be 
kept in check by the use of the Bordeaux 
mixture, as has been demonstrated during 
the last season. The application must be 
made as soon as the buds swell. 
To make 
the mixture slake four pounds of lime 
with sufficient boiling water for the pur­ 
pose, and when cold slowly add (stirring 
the while) twenty-two gallons of cold 
water in which six pounds of sulphate of 
copper (bluestone) has been previously 
dissolved. 
The demand for pure milk in cities and 
towns is likely to increase faster than the 
population. 
Multitudes of people are not 
yet aware of its value as an article of daily 
diet. 
Milk and bread are far better for 
children than the cakes and pies that are 
fed to them in such abundance now. 
As 
the laws of health become better known 
such tilings as milk and eggs will have a 
better market. They are natural pro­ 
ducts, while cakes, pies and the whole 
brood of eondimental dishes are devices 
that deeredit good sense more or less. 
A new by-product of the dairy is an­ 
nounced. It is called “lactoserin,” and 
is a Swedish invention, or the result of 
such invention, the same as the separator 
and extractor. It has been examined by 
the editor of the American Dairyman, 
who appears to think it a success. 
It is 
nothing more nor less than skimmed milk 
made dry and then baked to a yellowish 
brown color. It is said to have been tested 
in the German hospitals where it was not 
only pronounced wholesome, but to be 
good for infants, and to have curative 
properties. 
We await developments. 


The most dangerous part of woodchop- 
ping is cutting“off saplings freshly bent 
over by falling trees. At the first stioke 
they will usually split up, and one portion 
flies back or sideways with power sufficient 
to knock a horse over or pierce him 
through. 
Choppers have lashed their axes 
to long poles and done the chopping from 
a safe distance. Another dangerous opera­ 
tion is to cut down a tree when another 
chopped-off tree leans against it, for it can 
seldom be told which way they will fall, 
¡ nd then the leaning tree is liable to drop 
straight down at any moment and catch 
the chopper in a “deadfall.”— New York 
Tribune.

THE UNEMPLOYED ’ AGITATION.” 


There is no such distress in San Fran 
cisco as was represented to Senator Stan­ 
ford in a sensational dispatch forwarded to 
him by agitator W illey and his constitu 
ents. 
It would seem that these volatile 
fellows are determined to give the State as 
black an eye as they can, and that their 
chief aim is to educate the people at the 
East to the belief that this is a God-for­ 
saken section of the footstool, where men 
starve in the streets and charity has its 
list doubled up and its robes drawn in 
The simple truth is there are some unem­ 
ployed men in San Francisco. 
There are 
some there at all seasons; no matter what 
our prosperity or our hard times, these are 
to be found in greater or less number. 
In 
the present building and manufacturing 
are inactive, for reasons that are apparent 
to every one, and that are simply beyond 
the control of human agencies. 
A fund 
was provided, however, to give the unem­ 
ployed work at a minimum rate of wages 
— a rule that should always prevail in the 
dispensation of public relief, and that has 
the approval of ages of experience— where 
upon the unemployed were discovered to 
be so far from starving that they could 
refuse the wage as too low. 
On the heels 
of this came an ill-advised and deplorable 
strike that threw a large number of men 
out of employment, and will thrust into 
idleness a still larger number willing to 
work, but who are dependent in their in­ 
dustry upon the 
employment of 
the 
strikers; for if molders will not work, 
there can be no employment for pattern­ 
makers, designers, finishers and machin­ 


ists. 
Unquestionably there is some distress in 
the metropolis, but none that the benevo­ 
lence of the citizens of the place cannot 
and will not respond to liberally. 
The 
Mayor has already called a meeting of 
prominent people to provide ways and 
means to aid the deserving, but that official 
has also notified Senator Sanford that the 
dispatch sent him was not warranted; that 
people are not starving in the city, and 
that there is no need to order an issue of 
rations on the part of the Federal Gov­ 
ernment. 
Mr. W illey has managed by his 
dispatch to give the State a fine reputation 
abroad, and the result will, of course, be 
beneficial to the men and women in the 
State who have to earn their bread by toil. 
We have the authority of a reliable and 
non-sensational journal of San Francisco 
for the statement that while W illey and 
his lieutenants are sending “for-God’s- 
sake” telegrams to Washington asking the 
Government to issue rations, and asserting 
that tnere are 2-5,000 people in the city 
starving, or on the verge of starvation, not 
more than 200 or 300 people have appeared 
at the meetings of the unemployed over 
which these men preside,where some fo them 
indulge in extraordinary communistic ti­ 
rades. 
Everyone knows that if there were 
25,000 or 2,500 starving people in San 
Francisco, there would be such manifesta­ 
tion of the fact as would remove all possi­ 
ble doubt. 
If there was any such distress 
as the agitators claim, men would not re­ 
fuse the relief of $ I 25 a day for labor in 
Golden Gate Park, that is sot in any sense 
menial or severe. 
According to the Alta, 
two of the three chief agitators claiming 
to represent the laboring men and sending 
on sensational dispatches to the Federal 
Government, are not working men. 
One 
is a half-fledeed doctor, who has means in 
plenty, another is an extraman at Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s offices, and admits that he is 
not in need of work and is not seeking it. 
The third agitator is related to a Battery 
street boarding-house, and is not in im. 
mediate want. 
The Alta asks: 
it not strange th a t if twentv-five thousand, 
nr tw n tv -flv e hundred, or even ten h undred

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W e believe that the good people of >an 
Francisco are able and willing to render 


a'l necessary help to the suffering; that j 
there is no excuse for the sensational and 
damaging dispatches the agitators have 
sent on, and that they should be rebuked 
by the people for their false and damag 
ing appeals. 
Whatever is done by the 
citizens’ meeting which the Mayor has 
called it should be carefully prov.ded that 
the men who claim to be representing the 
unemployed, but who in fact are not their 
representatives shall not handle any of 
the money raised, nor specify the parties 
to receive it. 
The really needy should be 
assisted, all suffering should be relieved, 
work should be provided for all who are 
able and willing to labor, but no com­ 
munistic teachers and stump orators, no 
agitators and so called “leaders” should be 
allowed to use the funds of charity to pro­ 
mote demands that the Government should 
feed whoever asks, and that the Federal 
authority should absorb all industries and 
support all who desire to lean upon it. 
The country has had a severe infliction of 
Bellamyism in book form but it is not yet 
prepared to put the chimerical plans of 
that ism to the test of trial. 


THE NOMINEES 
FOR CITY 
OFFICES. 


The candidates of the local Republican 
party are representative of the city and 
her best interests.

daily promotive of its prosperity and 
commercial and social advantages. 
The nominee for City Attorney enjoys 
the same advantage of experience that at­ 
taches to Mr. Gregory. 
Mr. Hart has 
filled the office of the city’s legal adviser 
with credit to the city and honor to him 
sell. 
H e is thoroughly well informed con 
cerning all the duties of the office, and 
will bring to it, therefore, qualification no 
new man can. 
H e is a good lawyer, a 
man of upright character, is vigorous, 
courageous and tolerant. 
H e is a consist­ 
ent Republican, and while a partisan, is 
liberal, broad and generous in his views. 
' The candidate for Chief of Police, Mr. 
Drew, is a practical and highly skilled 
mechanic; lie has served the Federal Gov­ 
ernment, the city and the county in civic 
positions of trust, and has proved his com­ 
petency as a Sherifi’s officer. 
H e has not 
been active in political agitation, and has 
not filled any elective office, but he has un­ 
dertaken no duty that he has not well per­ 
formed, 
H e is a man in the prime of life, 
clear-headed and energetic, and his probity 
is unquestioned. 
The nominee for Fire Commissioner is 
a practical fireman of many years experi­ 
ence, and is thoroughly competent to su­ 
pervise the Fire Department. 
H e is an 
old-line Republican, has been active in 
work for the party, and in such activity 
Mr. Howard is recognized as an open­ 
handed foe by his opponents, and a stanch 
friend by his party. 
The nominees for Library Trustees are 
well known citizens, were nominated re­ 
gardless of their political 
faiths, and 
selected because of their devotion to the 
librarv and their eminent fitness for the 


positions they fill. 
The local party has thus presented a 
strong, representative ticket, of fit and 
competent men, and they, therefore, com­ 
mand the strength of the party and should 
have its votes and the confidence of the 
people generally, at the polls made mani­ 
fest by rousing majorities, and we believe 
that they will receive them. 
Since the foregoing was written the lo­ 
cal Democratic party has nominated can­ 
didates for the city offices. 
W. D. Corn- 
stock heads the list as nominee for the 
Mayoralitv. 
Mr. Comstock is a good citi­ 
zen, and a gentleman. 
Personally he is 
unobjectionable, and in business life and 
private circles does honor to his citizen­ 
ship. 
But, compared to the Republican 
nominee, he is out of the question. 
He 
has not the experience, nor knowledge of 
municipal affairs essential to the strong 
candidate. 
In his reserve, his quiet and 
his negative qualities, he is more than 
weak. 
H e is the last man to choose to 
administer the affairs of this city, involved 
as they are. 
H e has himself declared that 
Mr. Gregory had made a thoroughly effi­ 
cient Mayor, and that he would regret to 
run against him. 
H is own business sense 
compelled him to this acknowledgment, 
and it is the fittest commentary upon his 
own nomination. 
Had the Democratic 
party nominated R. D. Stephens, the con­ 
test would still have beeD between gentle­ 
men, but Mr. Stephens would have brought 
into the canvass the worldly wisdom, the 
political knowledge, and the experience in 
public affairs that would have made his 
candidacy strong. 
Mr. Church, the nominee for City A t­ 
torney, has in office disappointed all who 
had confidence in his ability to fill it. 
H e 
has been a weak official, and is a weaker 
candidate. 
H. F. Dillman, for Chief of Police, has 
the misfortune to have behind him an 
official record of incompetency establishing 
his entire unfitness and incapacity. 
Mr. Goode, for Fire Commissioner, is an 
excellent master printer and a good citi­ 
zen ; but he has not the knowledge of the 
Fire Department that a Fire Commissioner 
should possess. 
W e have had enough of 
such in the office, and the time for placing 
a practical, experienced fireman there, 
and one who knows how to handle the 


force, has come. 
As a whole, the Democratic ticket does 
not do the Convention credit, nor testify 
to its ability to propose strong, capacitated 
men for office. 
It is a good ticket to beat. 
It is beaten already. 


R e p r e s e n t a t i v e C a n n o n , in the House 
on Thursday, pronounced San Jose “a 


little two-candle-power town.” 
This is, 
of course, sufficient to rally the wrath of 
our good friends down in Santa Clara 
county, and they will of course plan a 
campaign for the scalp of the Illinois 
Representative that will make it advisable 
for him to seek summer outings in some 
other State than California. 
It probably 
did not occur to Mr. Cannon that in ridi­ 
cule there is not nearly so much strength 
as in good solid argument upon the basis of 
truth. 
San Jose is not a “two candle- 
power town”—on the contrary it is a two 
thousand candle-power town in ambition, 
hope and worth ; it is a young city, full of 
snap, vigor and fight—if Mr. Cannon 
doubts it, he should come this way in the 
fall of the year, after the harvest is over, 
and when the San Joseans have time to 
attend to strangers who compare their 
handsome flourishing city to a two-candle- 
power light. 


T h e W hite Cap nuisance is just now 
booming in Maryland.

The Democratic City Convention met last 
eveniog at Arm ory H all for the purpose of 
nom inating candidates lor the various city 
offices to be filled at the election on Tues­ 
day next. There was a large gathering oí 
spectators present, half the m ain hall and 
all the galleries being crowded.

vention was called to order by W . S. 
Shields, Chairm an of the City Central 
Committee. 
Richard 8ingleton named J. W . Hughes 
for tem porary Chairm an, and there being 
no other nom ination, Mr. H ughes was 
chosen to preside by acclamation. 
On as­ 
sum ing the duties of the position, he briefly 
addressed the Convention as follows: 
Mr. Chairman and Fellow-Democrats: I thank 
you for the distinguished iiouor conferred upon 
me by my selection as your temporary Chair­ 
man. Two years ago I had the p easure of pre­ 
siding over the deliberations of the Democratic 
Convention held in this city at that time. That 
convention placed In the field a ticket worthy 
of its labors, and our grand party. The citizens 
and voters of Sacramento gave tnat ticket a re­ 
ception at the polls that bespoke their appreci­ 
ation of the goodly qualities of the individuals 
on that ticket. I predict that this convention 
will place a ticket before the people that will 
receive a like reception. [Applause.] The aus­ 
pices were neverm ore favorable. Again thank­ 
ing you for the honor of acting as your Chair­ 
m an, we will proceed to the business before us. 
M. J. Desmond was chosen tem porary 
Secretary. 
H . i . Kilgariff moved that a committee 
of five be appointed by the Chair on Cre­ 
dentials. Pem ianeut 
Organization 
and 
Order of Business. 
The Chair appointed 
H . J. Kilgariff, Jame3 Curtis, John Black, 
J. O’Callaghan and 3. 3. Johnson. 
On m otion of R O. Cravens, a ¡ike com­ 
m ittee was appointed on Platform and 
Resolutions, as follows : R. O. Cravens. 3. 
D. W arrick, W illiam Coyne, Joseph H ahn 
and E. G. Blessing. 
A recess was then taken for fifteen m in­ 
utes to enable the committees to prepare 
their reports. 
W hen the Convention was again called 
to order, the Committee ou Credentials, 
etc., reported as follow s: 
T hat the tem porary officers be declared 
the perm anent officers of the Convention : 
the appointm ent of a Sergeant-at-Arms; 
that the list of delegates, as published in 
the local papers, be accepted as the ac­ 
credited delegates to the Convention ; nom ­ 
ination ot a candidate for First T rustee; 
next for City A ttorney; next for Chief of 
Police; next for Fire Commissioner, and 
lastly tor five Trustees of the Free Library. 
Also, a City Central Committee, to consist 
of two m em bers from each ward and one 
at large. 
The report contained a recom mendation 
to the effect that no proxies be allowed. 
On motion of R. Singleton, the report 
was adopted unanim ously. 
The 
Chair appointed as Sergeant-at- 
Arms, T. Sweeney. 


PLATFORM AND RESOLUTIONS. 
R. O. Cravens, Chairm an of the Commit­ 
tee on Platform 
and Resolutions, pre­ 
sented the report of that committee, as 
follow s: 
The Democrats of Sacramento in Convention 
assembled, reaffirm their devotion to the prin­ 
ciples of the Democratic party, as containtd in 
the National Platform of the party, adopted in 
1SSS. 
We believe that economy in public expendi­ 
ture is essential to good government, and we 
pledge our candidates to the strictest economy 
in all m atters under their control consistent 
with a vigorous adm inistration of local affairs, 
to the end that taxation may be reduced to the 
lowest possible rate. 
We affirm that to a Democratic Board of Trus­ 
tees, who resisted the unlawful demands of the 
bondholders, and provoked the litigation which 
has resulted in favor of the city, is due the pres­ 
ent satisfactory condition of the city's bonded 
indebtedness. 
We are in favor of all such improvements of 
the levees and streets as will increase tae secur­ 
ity of property, improve the sanitary condition, 
or advance the m aterial prosperity of the city. 
We pledge our candidates to a strict eniorce- 
m ent of the laws against all crimes and misde­ 
meanors. We heartily indorse the course of Hon. 
George Hearst, Thomas J. Clunie and Marion 
Biggs, our Democratic Senator and Congress­ 
men, for their untiring efforts in favor of appro­ 
priations for the Pacific Coast, and especially 
Sacramento and the improvement of the Sacra­ 
mento river. 
Resolved, That we earnestly request our Sen­ 
ators and Congressmen to urge upon the proper 
authorities the urgent necessity of immediately 
commencing work on the Government building 
in this city. 
The report was unanim ously adopted. 


ASSESSING DELEGATES. 


Before proceeding further, it was voted 
to collect an assessment of 50 cents from 
each delegate to defray the expenses of the 
Convention.

The presentation of Mr. Stephens’ nam e 
was rece'ved with loud applause. 
Mr. Stephens addressed the Convention, 
say in g : 
Mr. Chairman, and Gentlemen of the Convention: 
\\ hile I feel grateful to the honorable gentle­ 
m an who placed me in nomination, and to my 
friends in the convention, and others who are 
not members of this body, for suggesting my 
nam e in connection with so honorable and re­ 
sponsible a position as that of Mayor of this, 
the Capital City of the State, yet it is antago­ 
nistic to my wishes and impulses to 
ac­ 
cept the proffered honor; therefore. 
I 
re- 
«pectfuUv decline and will place in nomi­ 
nation for Mayor of this city 
a gentleman 
whose name is fam iliar to the inmates of every 
household w ithin its limits. He is known as a 
m an of honor and integrity. His nam e will add 
strength to the tic get and guarantee its election. 
He is a gentleman in every way qualified to 
ably discharge the duties of so respoasible a 
position, and if elected—which it is almost cer­ 
tain he will be—will guarantee to the citizens of 
Sacramento a good and economical government 
during his term of office. The gentleman of 
whom”I speak isW .

MONGOLIAN^IMMIGRANTS. 


S e v e ra l H u n d re d C h in e se Q u a ils R e c e iv e d 
b y th e F is h C o m m issio n . 
Six crates arrived tn this city yesterday, 
consigned to President Routier, of the State 
Board of Fish Commissioners, and con­ 
taining each about one hundred Chinese 
quails. 
The birds arrived by the last 
steam er from China. 
Mr. Routier has ar­ 
ranged to distribute them as follows: 
A. Abbott takes one crate, to be for­ 
warded to N. D. Rideout’s farm in Yuba 
county, where the birds will be protected 
from the depredations of pot-hunters. 
W. E. Gerber has been intrusted with 
another crate forSuperintendent Mackey of 
the Rancho del Paso 
A choice locality 
will be selected by Mr. Gerber on the great 
44 000-acre ranch in which to set the birds 
at liberty, and they will be closely watched. 
W arden Anil, of the Folsom Prison, will 
receive about one hundred birds, to be set 
free on the Prison grounds. The only 
thing to be feared in this case is that the 
little strangers m ay wander off into the 
heavy chaparral in that neighborhood and 
not befn again seen, unless they should es­ 
cape their natural enemies and 
breed 
abundantly. 
Another crate of the bird3 will be dis­ 
tributed between the farms of President 
Routier, Dr. Manlove and Taylor, along 
the American river bottom where they cer­ 
tainly should do well. 
President Routier will send one crate to 
Senator Goncher at Fresno, where the birds 
wiil be looked after about the farms and 
vineyards of that locality. 
The Bailacbe rancho in the southern 
part of San Joaquin county will receive an 
equal num ber of the Mongolian immigrants. 
These quails are much sm aller than the 
native bird, and if they had yellow breasts, 
might readily pass for meadow-larks, so 
closely do they resemble the latter in size 
and plumage. 
Their color is a light gray, 
with brown stripes about the head and 
neck. They look like gamy little fellows, 
and it ¡3 to be hoped that they will m ulti­ 
ply rapidly. 
California 
sportsmen are 
greatly in need of a bird that will not only 
lie closely to the dog and gnn, but which 
will m ake its home about the farms and 
orchards of the valleys, instead of seeking 
the dense thickets of the hills, as do the 
California qnail. 
President Routier says that any num ber 
of these birds can be had, and at com para­ 
tively sm all expense. 
It may be that they 
will prove just the bird desired to supplant 
the native quail. 


T h e T h ie v e s M isseil I t , 
Charles Scheunert should consider him . 
self in luck. About half-past 2 o’clock 
yesterday m orning, as a couple of his 
friends were passing his cigar store on K 
street, between Seventh and Eighth, they 
discovered one of the front doors standing 
wide open. Supposing that the place had 
been or was then being burglarized, they 
entered and made a thorough search of the 
store, but found everything apparently in 
proper shape. A large dog lay upon the 
counter in the store, bat did not offer to 
molest the visitors. 
It was learned yesterday that when the 
store was closed for the night the door was 
accidentally left unlatched, and blew open.

M o re T r o u b le on th e C e n tra l Pacific and 
O re g o n . 
On the bulletin board at the railroad 
office yesterday the two west-bound over­ 
land trains were reported as being late— 
one sixteen and the other several hours. 
The detention of the trains was caused on 
the Union Pacific road, near 
Terrace, 
where a washout of the track occurred. To 
m ake m atters worse, however, a wreck oc­ 
curred on the Central Pacific at Cisco, at an 
eariy hour yesterday morning. 
A west­ 
bound freight train was nearing the station 
when two freght cars, one filled with cattle 
and the other with plows, jum ped the track 
an j dashei against the side of the shed, 
knocking the uprights out of place and caus­ 
ing the sheds for a ditsance of seventy feet to 
tum ble in. There was a great weight of 


s d o w on them and the two cars that ran 
off the track were crushed to splinters. Out 
of twenty head of cattle, only one escaped 
beiDg crushed to death, and the lone sur 
viving anim al became mad and was about 
to play sad havoc w ith the train crew 
when it, too, had to be killed. 
A wreck­ 
ing train was sent down from Truckee as 
soon as the news of the wreck reached 
there, and the debris was cleared away 
yesterday evening. 
About a m ile above Cape H orn mills 
there was another blockade "of the Central 
Pacific. This tim e not sheds or snow, but 
a full fledged landslide was the obstruction, 
som ething this road lias not experienced in 
a long time. 
A freight train coming down 
vesterdav morniDgdiscovered theslide, and 
the office here was immediately informed, 
and men were ordered to shovel the track 
clear. The slide was fifty feet in length, 
and the track was covered to a depth of 
about eight feet. The fact that it occurred 
in a cut makes the tfisk of removing it all 
the more difficult. 
The slide is but a short 
distance from the fill where the five loco­ 
motives and plow toppled over a couple of 
weeks ago, but not being very large, the 
clearing of the road was expected some 
tim e during the night. 
During the early hours of yesterday 
morning there was a fall of eight inches of 
snow at the Sum m it. 
The Oregon road is blocked again at tu n ­ 
nel 9 by another slide. 
U ntil it is removed 
the old tactics of transferring will have to 
be adopted.

Coroner Clark: Bring box on first train. 
8. De Kay. 
Coroner Clark received this brief tele­ 
gram yesterday forenoon, but owing to its 
indefiniteness telegraphed back for further 
particulars. The result was that the fol­ 
lowing came to him an hour later: 
Antelope. March 7th. 
Coroner Clark: A man murdered at Twelve- 
11 iie House, on Auburn road. Has no relatives. 
Want you to take charge of body. S. De Kay. 
The Coroner lost little time after the re­ 
ceipt of the last telegram and soon after­ 
ward was on his way to Antelope, accom­ 
panied by Assistant District Attorney, A 
J Bruner, official reporter 
Winn. J. 
Davis and Sheriff McMullen. 
Upon arriving at Antelope the officers 
learned that a tragedy had been enacted, 
which for shocking cold-bloodedness and 
revolting details has not been equaled in 
this part of the continent in many a day. 
8. De Kay, it appears, is a well-to-do 
farmer, owning a place in the vicinity of 
Antelope, and is the employer of several 
men, who work about the farm. These 
men boarded and lodged in a little cabin 
about half a mile from the farm-house and 
three and a balf miles from Antelope, and 
had their meals cooked and served to them 
bv a man Darned Mark Feeiey, familiarly 
known as “Shorty.” The latter was a thin, 
emaciated and dwarfed individual, about 
38 years of age, upon w hom that dread 
disease, consumption, had taken a firm 
hold. 
Among the hired men who lived in this 
cabin were Charles Freeman and Archie 
Wilke. Freeman is a large, strong young 
fellow, who, in the vicinity of Antelope, 
has the reputation of being a bully and 
fighter, and who made himself particularly 
obnoxioas when in his cups When drink­ 
ing it is sa'd that a desire to kill somebody 
took possession of him, and on several oc­ 
casions he has attempted to take the lives 
of persons who crossed him. 
Freeman took a dislike to “Shorty,” the 
cook, owing to the latier s miserable and 
sickiy appearance, and also because the 
latter was unable to suppress the terrible 
cough which was gradually depriving him 
of his lungs and his very existence. Free­ 
man complained that Feeley s coughing 
annoved him at night, and several times 
threatened to kill him if he did not ieave 
the place. 
Od Thursday afternoon Freeman and 
Wilke went orit for a hunt, and during the 
three or four hours they were out. Freeman 
appeared to be in an unusually vindictive 
mood, and fired his shotgun at every ani­ 
mal that came within sight, domesticated 
as well as others. Some parties drove by 
with a dog and he killed it. After hunt­ 
ing they went to Antelope and had several 
drinks. 
During their stay at the saloon, there 
Freeman made the statement that “the 
cook would die to-morrow," but nobody 
paid any attention to him, as threats of 
murder "and violence were commc ' with 
him. 
Shortly after nightfall Wilke and Free­ 
man, the latter slightly the worse for 
liquor, started for the cabin. Upon arriv­ 
ing there they found the cook asleep. 
Freeman's eyes assumed a murderous 
glare, and rushing into Feeiev’s room he 
seized the latter aDd declared that he 
would now put into effect what he had fre­ 
quently threatened to do—murder him. 
Turning to Wilke he told him that if he 
did not assist in the crime he would mur­ 
der him, too. 
The poor invalid cook shrieked and 
begged for what little life was left for him 
to live, but the murderous giant only be­ 
came the more determined. 
Wilke consented to be an accessory—for 
fear of his own life, he says—whereupon 
Freeman seized the weak and defenseless 
consumptive in his arms, and carrying him 
out into the yard, plunged him headfore­ 
most into a barrel of water, and held him 
there with devilish delight until the body 
struggled no more. He then left the body 
whe-e it was. and turning to Wilke, in­ 
structed him to tell the De Kays that the 
cook had fallen into the barrel. Wiike de­ 
parted to do so. and Freeman went in 
another direction to the Twelve-mile 
House, which is not a great way from the 
cabin, where he told a similar story of acci­ 
dental death. 
The proprietor of the Twelve Mile House, 
Fr d. Frieke, accompanied Freeman back 
to ' he cabin and remained there with him 
the rest of the night. Wilke, however, in­ 
sto. d of carrying out the instructions of 
Ft -man, told the DeKays that Freeman 
ha i murdered the ccok, and related the 
revolting details to them. Mr. DeKay im ­ 
mediately sent word to Roseville, where 
Constable George E. Lamphrey resides. 
The latter responded immediately, and 
upon learning the pariicolu-s went to the 
cabin where the murder occt. red, arriving 
there at 4 o’clock yesterday morning. 
Upon entering the cabin ti e Constable 
found Mr. Frieke sitting in the kitchen. 
“Where is Freeman?'' asked the Consta­ 
ble.“In bed in the next room,” replied 
Frieke, who, as yet, was unaware that a 
murder had been committed. 
The Constable stepped into the room 
designated and there found Freeman sleep­ 
ing calmly with a double-barrelled shot 
gun resting across his breast. 
The officer took the gun and handed it to 
Frieke. He also picked up another gun 
which stood in one corner of ’he room and 
handing this, too, to Frieke instructed the 
latier to take them outside. 
At this juncture Freeman awoke, and 
greeting the Constable pleasantly asked 
him what he wanted. 
“I want vou for murder,” replied the 
Constable, “You killed FeeSey.sand I must 
detain you until the Coroner's jury investí 
gates.”

, 
“All right," said Freeman carelessly, and 
turned over for another nap. 
At 9 o'clock Wiike returned to the cabin, 
and his appearance caused Freeman to hurl 
a volley of abuse at him for “giving him 
awav." 
As soon as the Coroner and party arrived 
the Constable escorted Freeman to Ante­ 
lope, where the inquest was held. A jury 
was impaneled and taken to the scene of 
the murder. The body of poor Feeiey was 
f ound just where his murderer had left 
him —his head, arms and body jammed into 
the barrel, and his legs banging limply over 
the exterior of the barrel. 
Wilke was the chief witness at the in­ 
quest, and in his testimony he charged 
Freeman with the murder of the cook and 
with threatening him with similar treat­ 
ment. W ilke exhibited several bruises 
about bis bead and face, which he said 
were inflicted by Freeman when be i H like.) 
attempted to interfere for the cook. 
The other witnesses examined were Con­ 
stable Lampbrev and Mr. Frieke. 
The jurv only deliberated a few minutes 
before retideribg a verdict charging Free­ 
man with the murder of Feeiey 
Sheriff McMullen immediately took 
charge of Freeman and handcuffed him. 
W irfe the murderer was being manacled 
he pointed ro Wilke and demanded that 
the latter be arrested, too. 
He s in this 
as much as I am, and you had better take 
him ,” hoarsely remarked the prisoner. 
Wilke was. upon tee suggestion of Coro­ 
ner Clark and Mr. Bruner, placed under 
a tThe party then boarded the down freight 
train and arrived in ibis city last night 
The two prisoners were locked up m the 
^F-eem an was sullen and morose when 
Approached at the jail, and refusea to talk 
* Wilke on the other hand, was quite 
talkative, and willingly told of hts connec­ 
tion with the terrible affair. He made 
the same statement as he gave at the m- 
he said. “Free- 
hunt

“Yesterday afternoon 
•man and myself started out to nunt 
rmieons We hunted all afternoon. In our 
E w e met Mrs. Daly and 
Hrie dogwTh them, an^Freem an began 
shooting at the dog. Mrs. Daly s son 
Mked him what he was shooting at. He 


shot right along by the side of the bugey. 
and as they were driving across the bridge 
he was on the opposite side and sbo? right 
along to the right of the buggy. He en- 
swtred Mrs. Daly’s son tbat he only shot 
to scare the dog. He put in a sheii tben 
that, from the crack. I supposed was heav­ 
ily loaded and fired the third shot, 
aid the dog howled and ran off 
I nave no dm bt that he killed 
him. 
Mrs. Daly and her son then 
drove off. as Freeman began to threaten 
them. We tben went to Antelope together. 
We arrived there at about five o'clock and 
had a drink. Freeman picked np a har­ 
monica and played it for a while. We had 
several more drinks after that. We then 
went home. 
"When we got home,” continued Wilke, 
“it was something after ten o'clock. There 
was no light in the house. The cook was 
in bed, and called me by name when we 
came in. 
“He said, 'Archie, your suppers are wait­ 
ing for you on the table. Go in aDd get a 
lamp. You will find plenty to eat.’ 
“I said All right, Shorty ; never mind 
getting up.’ 
“I tben passed on into the kitchen, and 
was hunting for a match to light the lamp, 
which was on the table ; but before I couid 
find the lamp Freeman went on into the 
bedroom, and was standing at the head of 
Shorty’s bed. He called to me to come 
there. I turned around before lighting the 
lamp and went into the bedroom. 
“ Now,’ said Freeman, 'I’m going to end 
this ----- ------ ----- , and you have got to 
help me.’ 
“I thought he was joking, and did not 
think he meant it. I said. ‘I guess not, 
Charley. I don't think you would do any­ 
thing of the kind.’ 
“He said, ‘I am; and you---------------- —, 
if you don’t help, I’ll murder you. too.’ 
“He had his gun in his hand—a breech 
loading shotgun. I tried to pass around 
him so as to go outside, away from him. 
but when I started he struck me over the 
head with the gun, and knocked me 
against the side of the wall, and on to the 
bed on which Shorty was lying. I reached 
up and caught the gun by the barrel. He 
managed to cock tne gun, and said : ‘You 
, I'll blow your brains out if you do 
not help to put an end to this man s life.’ 
“I said: 'For mercy’s sake, Charley, don’t 
kill me.’ 
"The cook spoke up in about the same 
words, and begged him not to kill him. 
While I was still holding on to the gun 
Freeman gave himself a wrench and swung 
me around, and struck me with his tight 
hand, and knocked me back on the bed 
again. Then he tried to grasp me by the 
throat, but got my coat instead. Then he 
caught me by the right ear with hts teeth 
and began to bite me. I begged him to 
quit.“He said; ‘Will you heip me to murdet 
the cook?' 
"I said: ‘I will have to. I suppose.’ 
“ You will or die,’ said Freeman, and 
then he let me np. 
“Then, turning to Shorty, he said, 
‘Shorty, you------------------- , get up ; your 
time has come.' 
“Shorty said, ‘All right, Charley,’ and he 
got up, shaking like a leaf and frightened 
ont of his wits. 
“Freeman still kept his gun in his ieft 
hand, and picking Shorty up with his 
other arm he started out with him, saying 
‘Come on ; I’m going to drown you.’ On 
the way out he turned around to me and 
said, ‘You follow, or I’ll blow your brains 
out.’ He carried Shorty with ease, being a 
big, powerful man, while Shorty is very 
small. 
“He led the way outside to the watering- 
trough, and then lifting Shorty up, he 
shoved him down head first into a barrel 
of drinking water, and held him there 
three or four minutes, I think. I was 
pretty badly scared at the time, hut I think 
tbat was about as long as he held him 
down—about four minutes. 
“ 'Now,’ said Freeman, to me, ‘he is 
drowned—he is dead. You go to the barn 
and get on Beecher, the hotse, and go to 
De Kay’s.’ 
"I said, ‘Charley, I don't want to ride 
Beecher—I’m afraid of him. I do not 
think he has ever been ridden.’ 
“Freeman said he was a good riding- 
horse. I told him I would get the other 
horse, and Freeman consented. He fol­ 
lowed me to the barn and helped me to pat 
on the bridle. He went outside and helped 
me onto the horse. 
“ ‘Now,” he said, “you go to DsKay’s 
and tell them that when we came from 
Antelope we found the cook drowned. If 
you do not, I’ll murder you. I’ll go dowD 
to the Twelve-mile House and tell Mr. 
Frieke.’ 
“I made the horse go as last as I could. 
I went to De Kay s, and told them that 
Shorty was dead, and that Freeman had 
killed him. I did not return until this 
morning at 9 o’clock. Freeman was stili 
there, but the Constable had charge of him. 
He said to me, ‘You have plajed k- 
1 by 
getting me arrested, haven’t you?’ I only 
replied, ‘I guess I have.' It seems that the 
Constable had come there while I was 
gone." 
Wilke denies that he bad any ill-feeling 
toward the cock, and did not wish to see 
him put out of the way. He asserts that 
he would have stopped the murder were 
he not afraid of his own life. He accounts 
for his own arrest by say ing that Freeman 
was mad because he "gave him away.” 
Assistant District Attn-n-y Bruner said 
last night that from whi- he had learned 
aDd seen at Antelope t-c was convinced 
that the killing of Feeiey was cue of the 
most cold-blooded murders ever commit­ 
ted. In his search for evidence Mr. 
Bruner ¡earned from a young man who 
was 
in Friekes saloon on Thurs­ 
day evening while Wilke and Free­ 
man were there, that the latter made 
the statemant that "the cook would die 
to-morrow.” He aiso learned from people 
living in the vicinity of Antelope, and who 
know Freeman, that the latter has a sort 
Of mania for drowning people, and has 
twice tried to murder persons in this man­ 
ner since his residence in that locality. 
One of the attempts was made only two 
weeks ago at Roseville, when he tried to 
sink a young man in a watering trough. 
The feeling among the farmers and 
others living in and about Antelope and 
Roseville, says Mr. Bruner, was demon­ 
strated yesterday to be very pronounced, 
and pearly all expressed a desire to see 
Freeman prosecuted to the bitter end. 
Freeman's own brother-in-law volun­ 
teered the information to the Assistant 
District Attorney, that pnly recently Free­ 
man told his (the brother-in-law's) wife 
that he intended to put the cook out of the 
wav.Freeman is known to be a desperate 
character throughout the locality, and is 
said to be particularly daDgerou3 when tn 
liquor. 
. 
. 
Feeiey, on the other hand, is descnoed 
as having been a peaceable, quiet and inot- 
fensive creature, who did everything in his 
power to please, and would be the last per­ 
son in the world to provoke any one to do 
violence. He at one time was employed 
in the capacity of cook at H. F. Dillmaa s 
saloon, in this city. He was a native of 
England, and unmarried.

A GROWING YOUNG TOWN IN CAPAY 
VALLEY, YOLO COUNTY. 


Less Than Oce Tear Old, It Has a Fine 
Hotel and Other Substantial Build­ 
ings—Its Future. 


Among the many charming and fertile 
valleys that nestle among the hills of the 
Coast Range mountains, none is more 
picturesque nor valuable for farming and 
fruit-growing than Capay. This delightful 
valley lies in the western portion of Yolo 
county, and is surrounded on three sides 
by ranges of hills that protect the valley 
from the chilling winds from the south and 
to a great extent from the scorching sum­ 
mer northers that cause so much discom­ 
fort at times on the broad plains of the 


who reaps the greatest profit from that in­ 
dustry. 
Twenty acres is deemed sufficient for any 
horticulturist in this garden spot on which 
to not only make a comfortable living, but 
to lay by a handsome sum yearly. The 
Woodland, Capay aud Clear Lake Railroad 
runs through the entire length of the val­ 
ley, and propositions for its extension into 
Lake county are being consider*d. 
The Capay Valley Land Company, com 
posed of large capitalists purchased a large 
quantity of land in this valley aud have 
sub-divided it into small holdings, which 
they offer for sale on long time and reason­ 
able rates. They have established four 
town sites in the valley—Esperanza (now 
Escalante), Caadassa, Gunida and Rurnsey. 
The latier is at the northern extremity of 
the valley, and is the present terminus of 
the railroad. These town sites are at in­ 
tervals of about five miles apart The 
lauds around them are divided into five, 
ten and twenty-acre lots, the rich garden 
lands of the valley permitting the profit­ 
able cultivation of small holdings. 
The chief town in the valley is Escalante 
(formerly Esperanza), situated near the 
center of the valley and in its broadest 
part. The town was laid out less than two

Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys. The 
valley is nearly thirty miles in length, by 
an average of three in width, and perfectly 
level, except that it slopes gradually to the 
east side, along which flows Capay creek, 
affording excellent drainage to the entire 
valley. 
Capay, in general characteristics, strongly 
resembles Napa valley, so widely famed 
for its beautiful scenery, charming homes 
and fertility of soil. But it is better shel­ 
tered than Napa, while in point of scenery 
and. productiveness is fully the latter's 


years ago, and up to the 1.-: of ;as: July 
there was not a building in the ¡dace. It 
is, therefore, less than a year old. but with­ 
in the last eight months has taken wonder­ 
ful strides. The accompanying ei gravings 
will serve to give the reader some idea of 
the advancement being mace in that vonng 
but prosperous town. No better nor pret­ 
tier selection for the site of a town could 
be made than that of Escalante. It will 
be the chief business town of the valley, 
and as the latter becomes more thickly set­ 
tled cannot fail to be a thriving place. It 
has already the nucleus for a bustling town 
—a magnificent hotel, livery stable, public 
hall, brick structures, stores etc The val­ 
ley is studded with oak tm s and the hills

equal. And Capay enjoys the additional 
advantage of being one of the earliest fruit- 
produciDg sections of the coast, if, indeed, 
it does not really excel all others in this 
particular. 
The Vacaville section, so noted for its 
early fruits, lies south of Capay valley, and 
is more exposed to cold winds than the 
latter, and there is every reason to believe 
that in a few vears hence Capay will enjoy 
the distinction (and the resul'ant profits) 
of being the first locality in the State to 
market cherries, apricots, peaches, plums, 
oranges, etc. To fruit-growers this is a 
very important matter, as the orchardist 
who can first market his fruit is the man 


on either side thereof, in close prox­ 
imity to the town, are sufficiently timbered 
to add variety to the scenery. As the years 
pass by and "the genial, equable climate of 
lovely Capay becomes more widely known, 
Escalante and the other towns of the val­ 
ley vili become places of resort for health- 
seekers and persons who desire to pass a 
few quiet weeks in a delightful country 
place, away from the noise and bustle of 
the cities. 
With such advantages as this fVvored 
valley possesses, and with such excellent 
prospects for the future of Escalante, bo'h 
must rapidly increase in population, busi­ 
ness and industrv. 


ALL AROUND THE WORLD. 
The historic lime tree at Munchenwy- 
ler, in Freiberg, under which the Swiss 
federáis assembled before the battle of 
Murten, in 1476, has been uprooted by a 
storm. 
It has been discovered that some of the 
largest manufacturers of bologna sausages 
have been mixing poor horse flesh with 
worse pork in making their sausages. 
Prosecutions have been begun against 
them, and the Italian authorities deulare 
that the business has been broken up. 
A St. Louis physician thinks it just as 
important that the ears of railroad em­ 
ployes, and particularly the ears of loco­ 
motive engineers, should be scientifically 
tested for natural or acquired defects as 
that their eyes should be tested for color­ 
blindness. There is a trouble known to 
medical men who practice largely among 
railroad employes as whistle deafness. 
An English Militia Captain, recently 
asked to resign on account of his age and 
to make room for a younger man, replied to 
the authorities that’ if they would send on 
a dozen of their strongest men he would 
walk them for forty miles, and then lead 
them to the top of the highest and steep­ 
est hill in the neighborhood. The author­ 
ities declined the challenge, and did not 
pres? for the resignation. 
The expenditures of Paris actresses for 
their dresses have reached such an ex­ 
travagant figure that at least one well- 
known actress lias refused to continue her 
engagement because she could not afford 
to buv the dresses needed for a new play 
that was about to be produced. Her sal­ 
ary was $6,000 per year, and her dresses 
alone had cost $5.000" during the last year, 
although there had been but three plays. 
The meanest man in Maine lives near 
Lewiston. He had an only son, who was 
drafted and killed in the war. The father 
now savs: “ I was short-sighted in not 
paving $400 for a substitute, for I have 
been forced to hire a man ever since to 
lielri carry on the farm, and it has cost me 
thousands above the price of a substitute. 
Besides, he was a master hand to work, and 
the smallest eater I ever saw.” 
A convict for theft, after thirty-two 
years of service in the galleys of Genoa, 
was liberated on the 15th of January, at 
the age of 62. A local paper commented 
on his liberation, and said that his fine 
personal appearance warranted the suspi­ 
cion that he pos:-e?sed strength enough to 
go through many more years of punish­ 
ment. whereupon the ex-convict wrote a 
letter to the editor threatening him with a 
lawsuit for slander. 
Sheep are now sheared by electricity in 
Australia. Frederick Wolselev, a brother 
of Lord Wolselev, having invented a ma­ 
chine for the purpose. The method of 
using the shears is very simple, the opera­ 


tor having merely to throw a friction wheel 
into adjustment by means of a handle, and 
then push the comb iuto the wool, pre-sing 
it continuously forward and keeping it as 
closely as possible to the body of the ani­ 
mal being operated upon. From one to 
one bunded shears can be operated at one 
time. By this mode the shearing is done 
more mercifully than when done by hand 
shears.

Locomotives and Storms. 
A correspondent of the yorlhrentem 
Railroader advances some odd theories to 
acc.unt for the frequency and severity of 
storms in modern times. He gives the fig­ 
ures to prove that there are now over 30,­ 
000 locomotives in actual use in the 
United States, besides the hundreds of 
thousands of stationary engines of all 
kinds and sizes. From a round 30,000 lo­ 
comotives lie estimates as much as 53,000,­ 
000.000 cubic yards of vapor each week, 
7,000,000.000 cubic yards a day. all to be 
returned as rain—“quite euough,’r he says, 
“to produce a good rain-storm every 
twenty-four hours.” He estimates other 
engines of all descriptions at 180,000— 
probably a very low estimate—-and 
concludes that these, with the locomotives, 
send about 470,000,000,000 yards of vapor 
into the air every seven days. “Is it not 
enough,” he asks, “to give us floods of 
terror?”
